House attracts. No mansion this si'de of the skies looks so 
beautiful to the eye of the aspiring American. Oiie glance, 
with the accompanying promise, caiight Mr. Wilson. 
The 


promise was that he would have to tarry at Trenton but a 
short time; that his beard would grow rapidly, and that Wash: 
ington should be the next station. 


The educator took leave of his library, of his classes, of 


the academic shades, and gave himself up to political ambi- 
tion. He made Trenton according to schedule, and began at 
once putting things in shape for the second and important leg 
of his journey.

Basting the bosses was easy and popular. The crowd al- 


ways enjoys a performance of that kind; and Mr. Wilson gave 
a good show. 
He "trimmed1' the Hon. Jim Smith to the

trying to protect il from' destruction. 


The police were forced to close the 


market to put an end to the riot. 


The prices of meats are so high in 


1'erlln that the government recently 
broke its strict embargo on imported 
meats and allowed the, city authoritie; 
to bring in and sell meats from abroad 
at the city markets and to control the 
prices. The butchers at first agreed tc 
handle these meats, but late last even- 
ing announced hat they had decided on 
a general boycott of them m the twelve 
municipal markets of Berlin. As the 
market In the Wedding district is ont 
of the most frequented, the trouble be- 
tween sellers and consumers first came 
to a head there. 


The municipality declares its inten- 


tion of punishing the butchers by can- 
(oiling1 their licences.
